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“The Ottawa Spotlight” 


Ottawa, April 25th— The thoughts 
of all circles in, the capital these days 
are ci course centféd on the progress 
of the war in Scandinavia and on the 
shifting diplomatic and political fronts 
of Europe, Domestic issues take a 
secondary place. Mr Norman Rogers, 
Minister of National Defence is now 
in Landon, with General Odlum, newly 
appointed Head of Canada’s second 
division and General Elkins of the 
headquarters staff, conferring with 
members of the British Government 
on various features of the Canadian 
war effcrt. In a statement issued at 
London, Mr Rogers said that Canada’s 
“o © purpose is to make our war con- 
tribution as effective as possible.” The 
Prime Ministér, Mr King, will be back 
in a few days from Virginia where he 
has been taking a short rest from his 
\nbers. A number of other cabinet min- 
isters are also taking short vacations 
fter strenuous months of wartime dut- 
ies so that they may be restored to full 
wigor for the taxing months ahead. It 
is realized that the approaching ses- 
sion of parliament will be one of the 
most momentous in Canada’s history, 
for while the newly elected members 
from all over Canada are helping the 
direction of this country’s contribution 
to the allied cause, the social order 
which that cause represents will be in 
the throes of a life and death struggle. 
Everything is running according to 
schedule. Schools ‘or initial train’n; 
require about thirty planes each, anid 
those for the advancecd stages of train- 
ing about one hundred each Schools 
are cperatiug at ‘Trenton, Camp Borden 
St. Thomas, two at Malton and one wil’ 
be opened shortly at Fort William.In 
the ccoming months many new achools 
will be in active operation, 

With the coming of spring the vast 
amount of work of preparation for the 
Commonwealth Air Training Plaen is 
showing promise of fruit. Mr. Howe, 
Minister of ‘Transport bas announced 
that every vessel arriving from Britain 
has been bringing aircratt to be used 
in air training. Canadian plane fas- 
tories are in substantial operatin, and 
it is expected planes will soon begin 
to arrive from American factories. 

During the first year of the war, 
that is, up to September next , the 
British Government will spend about 
00 million pounds or about forty-five 
million dollars in Canada through the 
ministry of supply and other depart- 
ments. The money wil be used for 
raw material, foodstuffs and munitions 
for mineral, agricultural and forest pro- 
ducts, The British Suppply Board 
has already placed seventy million 
dollars wrth of orders with Canadian 
firms through the Canadian War Sup- 
ply Board, and another contract for 
about seeventeen millions will be let 
shortly. The ppurchase of munitions 
during the year will amount to about 
seventy-five million dollars, The rel- 
ative quiet in France, while British 
munitions plants have been in high 
gear, has been the cause of the com- 
paratively small demand as yet for 
munitions, 

The war in Scandinavia, blocking for 
time being at least the commerce of 
nations surrounding the Baltic, with 
the outside world, has cut off exports 
to Britain, bacon and dairy products 
{from Denmark and timber and other 
products from Sweden, Norway, and 
Eastern Baltic countries, While under 
war economy, ruled by strict regula- 
tions of imports by commodity conr- 
ollers in Britain these imports are held 
to war essentials, Canadian producers 
will be expected to make good soie of 
the deficiencies caused by the Baltic 
shut-down, Warnings, however, have 
been issued from Ottawa that Canad- 
ian farmers are not to expect an imm- 
ediate rise in prices for hogs, butter 
and eggs. The Bacon Board has stat- 
ed prices will probably be lowered for 
Canadian consumers. Britain has plen- 
tiful supplies of Bacon. Both Britain 
and Fire have increased bacon output 
For the purpose of maintaining resour- 
ces f foreign exchange to buy munit- 
ions of war, the British have a system 
of rationing which will lessen consum- 
ption of bacon, 

The new department of Munitions 
and Supply under Mr Howe, which has 
absorbed the War Supply Board, with 
the members of that board, with the 
exception of the chairman, Mr Wallace 
Campbell, remaining as an advisory 
council to the department, will stimul- 
ate Canadian industry to make full 
contribution to the expanding needs of 
the allied war machine. ‘The former 
president of the Burlington Stee! Com- 
pany, Mr John Carswell, has been ap 
pointed Maison officer with the allied 


“purdliadlite board in New York, and 
through this new office the amount ot 
British and French orders placed with 
Canadian factories will be increased. 

An important step has been taken 
by the Foreign Exchange Ccntrol 
Board to increase its surplus of United 
States dollars, and to strengthen Can- 
adian exchange. The board has arran: 
ged to pay not in American currency 
but in the currency of the country o/ 
rigin for imports of those commodities 
from the United States which origina- 
ted in other countries. For example, 
Canada imports from the United 
States considerable quantities of wool, 
rubber, bananas, cocoa’ beans, etc., 
which are the products of New Zea- 
land, British Malaya and Trinidad. .n 
all about 40 million dollars worth of 
these reexported goods come into Can- 
ada from the United States annually, 
and this amount of American currency 
can be conserved. 

The Department of National Detence 
has announced that personnel of unit. 
of the Non-Permanent Active Militia 
which have not been mobilized will be 
given an opportunity to furnish rein- 
forcements for units overseas, and 
thus participate more actively in the 
wational war effort, All infantry regi 
ments are to be grouped into territor- 
ial regiments, and all units of territor- 
{al regiments will be allowed to ccn- 
tribute a proportional share of rein- 
forcements required by battalions of 
the regiment serving oversets. ‘I'he 
eame principle will apply to other arms 
and services.

Grass Likes Cool Weather 
——!:0::—— 

Grass makes its most rapid growth 
in the cool weather of spring and fall. 
On this account lawn work of a new 
or repair nature should be carried out 
just as soon as the soil is fit to work. 

After digging, the ground stould be 
allowed to settle forafew days at 
least, and then levelled again. It is ad- 
visable to repeat this process several 
times. The top soil should then be rak- 
ed fine and on a windless day the grass 
sown at a liberal rate, once across and 
once lengthwise.. This double sowing 
insures an even distribution. It is al- 
ways best to get a good mixture of 
high quality packaged grass seed 
blended by expert Canadian seedmen.

SUMMON 300 ON JURY PANEL 


Trial Against Tobacco Firms 
Starts Monday 


Edmonton— Thirty-five tobacco 
manufacturers and jobbers will appear 
in Alberta supreme court before Mr 
Justice A, A. McGillivray here Monday 
for trial on combine charges. 

Charges were heard against 44 defen- 
dant companies and individuals in pre 
liminary hearing. Thirty-five elected 
trial before judge and jury and the re- 
mainder by judge alone. The latter 
group may appear at conclusion of the 
jury trial. 

Three hundred jurymen, the largesi 
panel ever called in Alberta, have been 
summoned for duty. 

Because of warious delays, the trial 
is getting under way a year and a day 
after coneslusion of preliminary hear- 
ing. The trial is expected to continue 
for three months.

The Independent members-elect ot 
the new Alberta legislature met in [u- 
monton Saturday for their first caucis 
and had a completely harmonious con 
ference. They decided not to elect a 
house leader for the group at once, bik 
to defer that action until after the 
province wide coDventio. of their su, 
porters or perhaps even until the first 
session of teh new legislature is called. 

It is generally expected that there 
will be no session of the house wuniil 
late autumn at the earliest and possib- 
ly none until early next year. Dy ‘hat 
time, the new M. L. A.’s agreed, they 
would be better acquainted with on 
another and with the work to be dcne, 
and therefore better able to elect a 
house leader, 

But to carry on organization 
in the meantime and to speak for the 
group when necessary, the members 
elected a temporary executive com 
Inittee of seven members, The chair- 
man is Mayor Andy Davison who head- 
ed the poll in Calgary as an Independ- 
ent. The other members of the execu 
tive are Dr P. M. Campbell of Leth- 
bridge, Don J. McKinnon of Gleichcen, 
George MacLachlan of Pembina, Ab. 
Percy Page of Edmonton, Alfred 
Speakman of Red Deer, and J. H. 
Walker of Warner, 

All the members are to meet again 
in caucus soon, to discuss and formul- 
ate interim policies to be followed and 
supported by the group. The policies 
are to be drafted in the meantime by a 
special committee for submission to 
the whole group.
